Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953  is  presented  herewith. 

To  facilitate  comparison  the  report  has  been  arranged  to  follow  much 
the  same  lines  as  those  in  preceding  years* 

It  may  he  noted  that  once  again  the  ■vital  statistics  compare 
very  favourably  v;ith  those  for  the  country  as  a whole,  particularly 
in  respect  of  deaths  of  young  children.  The  freedom  from  any 
considerable  outbreaks  of  disease  is  a matter  for  satisfaction c 
Extensions  in  v/ater  supplies  and  some  advances  in  the  question  of 
sev/age  disposal  are  recorded  and  the  perennial  question  of  housing, 
while  somewhat  past  its  peak,  still  remains  with  us. 

The  science  of  Public  Health  and  Preventitive  Medicine  presents, 
to  the  man  in  the  street,  a somew'hat  unimposing  and  uninteresting  facade. 
There  are  no  spectacular  rescues  from  pain  and.  sickness  or  cures  of 
dread  diseases,  Tho  results  of  its  work  can  only  often  be  assessed  by 
statistical  means  as  the  absence  of  disease  is  not  a matter  for  common 
comment  or  likely  to  become  news. 

Unlike  other  sciences.  Preventative  Medicine  depends  to  no  small 
measure  on  the  co-operation  of  every  member  of  the  community  and  this 
can  only  bn  enlisted  by  fostering  an  informed  interest  in  health. 

For  some  years  this  department  has  been  endeavouring  to  fuifcher 
tie  cause  of  Heath  Education  in  the  community,  mainly  by  giving  talks 
to  various  groups  and  organisations,  I am  firmly  convinced  that, 

■while  we  are  only  touching  the  fringe  of  the  subject  at  the  moment, 
the  future  of  environmental  medicine  depends  ultimately  on  the 
knowledge  of  the  people  of  hovi/  to  live  a healthy  life.

1st  April,  1953 « These  regulations  are  in  substitution  of  the  Public  Health 
(infectious  Diseases)  Ee/pulations , 1927?  "tliG  Infectious  Diseases  (London) 

Eejulations,  1927 . They  correspond  with  those  recnlations  in  requiring  notification 
of  nalaria,  dysenterj'-,  acute  prinary  pneumonia  and  acute  influenzal  pneimonia,  and 
in  prescribing  action,  in  confornity  with  the  present  v/orking'  of  the  health  services, 
in  relation  to  certain  other  specified  diseases „ 

They  Oinplify,  however,  the  precautionary  measures  provided  for  in  the  revoked 
regulations  against  food  poisoning  - 

(1)  bj'-  relating  these  (instead  of  to  enteric  fever  and  dysentery,  as  formerly) 
to  tj^-phcid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever  or  other  salmonella  infections  (which 
includes  the  diseases  previously  known  as  enteric  fever),  dysentery  and 
stapliylococcal  infection  likely  to  cause  food  poisoning^ 

(2)  by  applying  these  measures  in  general  to  persons  shov/n  to  be  carriers  of 
these  diseases  as  well  as  to  persons  suffering  from  then 5 

(3)  by  preventing  such  persons  (in  either  class)  not  only  from  continuing 
enplc5Taent  involving  the  handling  of  food, as  formerly,  but  also  from 
entering  such  employment  5 and 

(4)  by  enabling  a local  authority' to  authorise  the  medical  officer  of  health 
to  issue  notices  in  emergency,  in  order  to  check  the  spread  of  these

HEALTH  EDUCATIOil 

Tlie  facilities  for  conducting  any  intensive  health  education  schemes  are  some- 
wlcat  limited  in  a small  community.  Opportunities  however,  have  occurred  during  the 
year  to  bring  this  important  subject  to  the  notice  of  at  least  some  sections  of  the 
populatioiCc  A number  of  talks  were  given  to  Uoman’s  Institutes  and  in  some  cases 
illustrated  by  film  strips.  These  appear  to  have  a definite  value. 

Advice  on  propaganda  on  clean  food  handling  continues  to  be  offered  regularly 
to  the  nui'.erous  dealers  in  foodstuffs  as  the  occasion  occurrs. 

The  possibility  of  organising  Health  Discussion  Groups  in  suitable  communities 
is  at  present  under  consideration c
